To amend an Act of the 3d year of His pre- 
sent Majesty’s Rfign, for the Appointment of 
Constables in Inland. 



' an \ct was made in the third year of the Constable 
reign of His preseit Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the iv 
‘ appointment of Constable, and to secure the effectual performance 
' of the duties of their Offic, and for the appointment of Magistrates, 

' in Ireland, in certain casen” 



And whereas Doubts have arisen whether the Provisions of the Act, Expedient to 
extend to the appointmentaf Constables in and for the County of 
Dublin ; and it is essential hat Constables should be appointed for County, 
the said County, pursuant tcthe Provisions of the said Act :

by and with the advice and cmsent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this presen Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, THAT it any time after the passing of this Act, Lord Lieu- 
it shall and may be lawful o and for the Lord Lieutenant, or other J^we«d”o 
, r chief governor or governors *f Ireland for the time being, and he and appohit Chief 
they IS and are hereby authoized and empowered, by warrant under his each barony, 
or their hand, to appoint Cne chief constable for each and every or q"te Ma^s- 
any barony or half barony, <r other division of a barony, or for any -tratestomeet 
or more baronies lying togetier in the county of Dublin, and also by Cons^^esfor 
20 proclamation, to be inserted in the Dublin Gazette, to require the 
Magistrates in the commissioi of the peace for the said county of Dublin, 
to be assembled in the city jf Dublin, on a day to be named in such 
proclamation, and then and there to nominate such number of con- 
stables and sub-constables i and for the said county of Dublin, as 
2^ shall be specified in such poclamation, not exceeding in the whole

other division of a barony in this the said county of Dublitt, to be 
stationed in and through the several baronies and half baronies in the 
said county, and that the magistrates of the said county of Dublin so 

assembled, at least being present, shall proceed to name con- 5 

Appointment stablcs and sub-constablcs accordingly ; and that when any vacancy 
in vacancies. vacancies shall arise, the chief constable of the barony or half 
barony, or other division of a barony on which such vacancy shaU arise, 
shall report the same to the magistrates at the next ensuing quarter 
sessions for tlie said county of Dublin, and such magistrates shall 10 
thereupon proceed to fill up such vacancy or vacancies, by appointing 
another or other constable or constables, or sub-constable or sub- 
constables, to fill any such vacancy or vacancies as aforesaid, except 
only in cases otherwise provided for by this Act. 

Powers of Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in case of any neglect 15 
teSS' or omission by the magistrates of the said county of DubUn to 
nominate and appoint any such constables or sub-constables, pur- 
tuthority of suant to the directions of the said recited Act and this Act, it 
«ci«d shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief 

governor or governors of Ireland, to nominate and appoint such 20 
Dublin. ^ constables or sub-constables ; and also that it shall and may be lawful 
for. the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of 
Ireland for the time being, from time to time, at his or their pleasure, 
to remove all or any and every such chief constable or chief constables, 
and all or every or any such constables or sub-constables, and to give 25 
all such directions with respect to the salaries, houses, horses, ammuni- 
tion, and all other matters and things of and for or belonging to such 
chief constables, constables and sub-constables, in and for the said 
county of Dublin, in like manner as is authorized or required by the 
said recited Act, with respect to any chief constables, constables or sub- 30 
constables, in and for any county in Ireland ; and that the magistrates 
of the said county of Dublin shall have all such powers and authorities 
with respect to the appointment and regulation of such constables and 
sub-constables, and with respect to the appointment of any further 
number of constables within the said county, as by the said recited Act 35 
are given to or conferred on the magistrates of any county in Ireland', 
and that all chief constables, constables and sub-constables for the said 
county of Dublin, to be appointed in pursuance of this Act, shall take 
such oath, and shall be subject to all such rules and regulations, quali- 
fications, restrictions, disabilities, penalties and forfeitures, and shall 
have use and exercise all such power and authorities, and shall ex- 
ercise and perform the duties of their several offices, in like manner to 
all intents and purposes as by the said recited Act is authorized 
required or dii'ected with relation to any chief constable, constable or 
sub-constable in any county in /recant/, and as if the said county oi Dublin 
had been expressly included and mentioned in the said recited Act. 

Police Magi- And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
SSTn may Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of Ireland, from 
be appointed time 
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time to time, if he shall think h t so to do, to order and direct that any Superinten. 
one or more of the divisional Justices of the police district of Dublin 
metropolis, shall and may act as superintendant, or as superintendants, 
or inspector or inspectors of the chief constables and constables within 
^ the county of DubUn; and every such Justice so to be appointed to 
act as such superintendant or inspector of such constables, sliall have 
use and exercise all such powers and authorities, and shall perform such 
duties within the said county of Dublin^ as by the said recited Act 
are vested in or required from any general superintendant or in- 
10 spector of constables, appointed under tlie authority of the said 
recited Act. 



AND for the securing a supply of proper persona to fill the office of 
constables under the said recited Act and this Act, as the same shall from 
time to time become vacant ; BE it Enacted, That it shall and may be 
1 5 lawful for any Justices of the peace for the said county of 

Dublin, or for any county in Irdand, at any general quarter sessions, or 
general sessions of the peace, regularly and duly assembled, and such 
Justices, at any such sessions, are hereby authorized and required from 
time to time to nominate any number of persons as fit and proper pw- 
20 sons for tbe supplying of such vacanci^, not exceeding in the whole 
the number of such persons in any one county, and being 

qualified to act as constables in manner required by the said recited Act 
of tlie third year of His present Majesty’s reign ; and a list of all such 
persons so from time to time nominated at any such session, shall, within 
55 days after the last day of every such session respectively, 

be transmitted by the clerk of the peace to the general superintendant 
or inspector of the chief constables and sub-constables acting for such 
county.

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any supeiinten- 
30 general superintendant or inspector of the chief constables and con- 

stables appointed under the said Act or this Act in any county, and cies fr«n 
such superintendant or inspector is hereby authorized and empowered 
from time to time to select out of the persona named in such list any “ > 

such person and persons as such superintendant or inspector shall think 
35 fit and proper to be appointed, and shall and may appoint such person 
or persons to be constable or constables under the said recited Act, in 
or for any barony or half barony, or other division, in any county com- 
mitted to the superintendance and inspection of such superintendant 
and inspector, in which any vacancy or vacancies shall arise by the death 
40 or removal of any constable or constables appointed under tbe said 
recited Act ; and every person so selected shall be and become a con- 
stable in and for any barony, half barony, or other division of a baronv, 
in like manner and under such conditions, to all intents and purposes, 
as any constable appointed under any of the provisions of the said 
45 recited Act or this Act, and shall take such oath as is required to be 
taken by constables under the said recited Act, and shall have all such 
powers and authorities, and shall be subject and liable to all such 
directions as any other constable appointed under the said recited Act

or this Act, and shall have such salary as by the said recited Act is 
authorized to be paid to any constable appointed under the said recited 
Act; and whenever any vacancy or vacancies shall be filled up by such 
superintendant or inspector, in such manner as is authorized and 
required by this Act, it shall not be necessary for the chief constable of .5 
the barony or half barony in which such vacancy shall arise to report 
the same to the magistrates at the quarter sessions of the county, or for 
such magistrates to fill up such vacancy or vacancies in manner required 
by the said recited Act or this Act ; any thing in the said recited Act 
or this Act to the contrary thereof in any wise notwithstanding. i o 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in case it should 
happen that no persons should be nominated for the supplying of such 
vacancies in manner required by the said recited Act or this Act, by the 
Justices of the peace at any sessions, or in case no list of persons so 
nominated shall be transmitted to the superintendant or inspector of 1 5 
constables in manner required by this Act, or in case the names of 
a sufficient number of persons for the supplying of any such vacancies 
in any county, duly qualified as required by the said recited Act, shall 
not be contained in any such list, then and in either of such cases it 
shall and may be lawful for such superintendant or inspector, and he 20 
is hereby auUiorized and empowered, to nominate and appoint any 
person or persons to supply such vacancy or vacancies, being qualified 
according to the directions of the said recited Act ; and such person or 
persons so nominated and appointed by such superintendant or inspec- 
tor, ha ving fii st received the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other 25 
thief governor or governors of Ireland (to be signified by his or their 
chief secretary) shall be sworn, and shall be and become a constable or 
constables to all intents and purposes as any other person or persons 
appointed to be a constable or constables under the provisions of the said 
recited Act or this Act. 

And be it furtiier Enacted, That whenever any penalty shall be im- 
posed or inflicted under the said recited Act by any magistrates upon 
any chief constable or other constable, for neglecting or reffising to obey 
or execute any warrant, or for any neglect or violation of duty in his 
office, it shall and may be lawful for such magistrates, instead of direct- 35 
ing that such penalty shall be levied by the distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels of the party so offending, and such magistrates arc 
hereby authorized and required, in all cases where any salary shall be 
due to such constable, to certify the conviction or confession of such 
offender, and the amount of the penalty imposed on such offender, to 
the chief secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or 
governors of Ireland ; and the amount of any and every such penalty 
shall and may be stopped and deducted out of the salary due or 
growing due to such constable, and shall be applied towards tlie repay- 
ment of the sums advanced out of the consolidated fund under the said 45 
recited Act, and shall be paid into the receipt of His Majesty’s Exche- 
quer in Ireland^ according to the course of the said Exchequer, and 
then carried to account accordingly. 

And 
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And be it further Enacted, That if any chief constable or other 
constable shall not, within one week after he shall be dismissed from or 
shall cease to hold and exercise his office, deliver over all and every 
arms and accoutrements, horse, saddle, bridle, clothing or appointments, 
5 supplied to him, under the provisions of the said recited Act, to his 
successor in such office, if such there shall be, and if not, then to such 
person and at such time and place as shall be directed by the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of Ireland for the time 
being, upon conviction of such offence before any or more magis- 
10 trates, upon the oath of one or more credible witness or witnesses, or 
upon his own confession, every such offender, in lieu of forfeiting the 
sum of Twenty Pounds, inflicted by the said recited Act in such 
cases, shall be subject and liable to imprisonment in the common 
gaol or bouse of correction for any such period, not exceeding the term 
15 of calendar months, as such magistrates shall think proper 

to direct ; and it shall be lawful for such magistrates, and they are 
hereby authorized and required to commit every such offender ac- 
cordingly.

And be it further Enacted, That upon the petition of any chief con- 
20 stable or constable or sub-constable, appointed and acting under the 
provisions of the said recited Act or this Act, or appointed and acting 
under the provisions of an Act made in the fifty-fourth year of the reign 
of his late Majesty King G&irge the Third, intituled, “ An Act to pro- 
vide for the better execution of the Laws in Ireland, by appointing 
25 “ superintending Magistrates and additional Constables in certain 
“ cases,” stating that such constable has received any maim wound or 
hurt or other grievous injury, in the execution or performance of the 
duty of his office, whereby he shall be disabled from executing the duty 
of his office, and upon such certificates as the Lord Lieutenant or other 
30 chief governor or governors of Ireland shall require or direct, it shall 
and may be lawful for such Lord Lieutenant or other chief govenior or 
governors of Ireland, to order that any such sum or sums as he or they 
shall think proper, shall be paid as an annual remuneration or superan- 
nuation to such constable, not exceeding in any case the amount of 
35 two-tliirds of the salary of such constable, upon such conditions and in 
such manner as such Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or gover- 
nors, shall order and direct, and also to order that any such sum or 
sums shall, from time to time, be advanced and paid out of the pro- 
duce of the consolidated fund of the united kingdom of Great Britain 
40 and Ireland, arising in Ireland', and that the amount of one moiety or 
half part of all such sums shall be repaid by the county, city, town, 
barony or half barony, for which such constable shall have been ap- 
pointed, in like manner and under the like regulations as by the said 
recited Act of the third year of the reign of His present Majesty is 
45 directed, with respect to the payment of one moiety of any sums ad- 
vanced for the purpose of paying the salary of any constable under the 
said recited Act.

AND whereas by an Act made in the fifty-fifth year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to enable 
“ Grand Juries to present additional Sums for Constables in Ireland, 

and for the secure Conveyance of Prisoners,” it is amongst other 
things provided, that it shall and may be lawful to and for the Lord 5 
Lieutenant or other chief governor or governors of Ireland, in his or 
their discretion, on the petition of any constable appointed or continued 
under either of the Acts therein mentioned, supported by the recom- 
mendation of the grand jury of the county within which such constable 
shall be appointed, and by such certificates as such Lord Lieutenant or i o 
other chief governor or governors of Ireland, shall require or direct, of 
the continuance of the service of such constable, and of his having 
executed the duty of his office with diligence and fidelity, to order that 
such constable shall and may be superannuated, and shall and may 
receive such yearly allowance, remuneration and superannuation, as to 15 
such Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor or governors shall seem 
fitting and proper, upon the conditions, and not exceeding the pro- 
portions in the said Act mentioned: And whereas under the provisions 
of the said Act the proportion of salary which any such constable may 
so receive depends on his age, his infirmities of mind or body, and 20 
the length of his service : And whereas there are in Ireland divers 
persons who have been from time to time appointed constables by 
grand juries, under certain other Acts of Parliament; but doubts are 
entertained whether such persons are within the provisions of the said 
last recited Act, by reason whereof it has happened that many per- 25 
sons have been prevented from receiving such superannuations, who 
have in reason and justice the strongest claims thereto; FOR Remedy 
whereof, BE it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act, 
it shall and may be lawful to and for the Lord Lieutenant or other chief 
governor or governors of Ireland for the time being, on the petition of 30 
any person holding, or having at any time held the office of a constable 
or sub-constable by or under the appointment of any grand jury in 
Ireland, supported by such recommendation and certificates or certificate 
as aforesaid respectively, to order that such person shall and may be or 
remain superannuated, and shall and may receive such yearly allowance 35 
remuneration and superannuation, as to such Lord Lieutenant or other 
chief governor or governors shall seem fitting and proper, upon the con- 
ditions, and not exceeding the proportions in the said Act mentioned : 
Provided always, That in estimating the amount of any such allowance 
and superannuation, the salary payable to constable.s under the said last 
recited Act of the fifty-fifth year of the reign of his late Majesty, shall 
be deemed taken and considered as the salary of such person, and not 
any greater or other salary w’hich such person may at any time have 
had ; and that in estimating the length of service of any such person, all 
and every time and period during which such person hath or shall have 45 
served in the office of a constable or sub-constable, by or under the 
appointment of the grand jury of his proper county, under any Act of 
Parliament whatsoever, shall and may be taken into account and applied 
to his credit, so as that he shall have the full benefit thereof in such 
computation of the length of his service. 5 ® 
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And be it further Enacted, That this Act may be altered amended Act may be 
or repealed by any Act or Acts to be passed in this present session of 
Parliament. 
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
